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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


I herein submit my second annual report of the 
condition and progress of the Holderness schools for 
the year ending Fébruary 15, 1918. : 

During the last year I have sought to bring the 
schools up to the standards set by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction. Each teacher has been en- 
trusted with a copy of the 1916 State Program of 
Study, with specific instructions to bring her school up 
to the requirements as far as practicable. Your super- 
intendent has carefully observed the work of each 
teacher in his visits to the schools and knows that the 
goals set forth in the State Program have been kept in 
view in every case. The adoption of the 1916 State 
Program marks a decided step in the progress of the 
schools of Holderness. Previous to the adoption of 
the 1916 Program, the teachers were following the 
1910 Program. 

Of course the change from the 1910 to the 1916 
State Program is a process requiring time rather than 
a quick transition. But the teachers, school board, and 
superintendent have all cooperated to bring about the 
change as quickly and as successfully as possible. 

As we have come nearer the goals set by the State 
Department in the 1916 Program, certain needs of our 
schools have naturally presented themselves. There is 
a need of more text books in all the schools in town. 
The greatest problem which has faced your superin- 
tendent the past two years is a shortage of both regu- 
lar and supplemental text books. I have been obliged 
to transport and send these books from one school to 
another, as the teachers have needed them. This has 
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been both inconvenient for me at times, and unsatisfac- 
tory to the best interests of the schools. In my opin- 
ion, there is need of one-third, or one-half as many 
more text books in the town as there are at present. 

Holderness School District prides itself on the 
fact that the teachers are furnished all the supplies 
which they really need. In my opinion, a lack of suf- 
ficient school books is even worse than a lack of suffic- 
ient supplies. A teacher can instruct in a way if she 
has all the books that she needs both for herself and 
her scholars, even if she lacks everything in the line of 
supplies except chalk and a blackboard. But any 
teacher will have a very hard time to instruct pupils 
without text books, even if she has all the supplies 
which she desires. 

During the past two years, the cost to this District 
for text books has been very low. I speak of this mat- 
ter here that when your school board finds it neces- 
sary to purchase a larger number of books than usual 
next year, the people of the town will not think that 
the board is extravagant. The schools do not need so 
many new books as a larger number of the kind now in 
town. A few more supplemental books are also need- 
ed. 

During the past year seven schools have been 
maintained in the town. It was necessary to find two 
new teachers for the schools during the summer vaca- 
tion. 

I have given several examinations to the pupils 
of the eighth grade during the year. In the two sets 
of examinations given the eighth grade last term, the 
scholars did splendidly. In my opinion, those pupils 
who graduate from the eighth grade at the end of the 
spring term should pass their work well, if the teachers 

are as conscientious during the remainder of the year 
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as they have been up to the present time. 

I wish to thank the teachers for the kindly man- 
ner in which they have accepted suggestions and for 
the cunscientiousness which they have shown in their 
work. I note that several of them have shown marked 
improvement during the past year. 

The name of the student who graduated last year 
is given below, and also the roll of perfect attendance 
for at least one whole term during the year.
